there by the end of the summer .Where exactly I shall live in the 
States I have not yet decided as it depends largely on which 
college will accept me,since I presumed they are crowded owing to 
the G.I. bill of rights .Perhaps,when your write again you can 
give me a little idea what the position is anc also whether on^ 
has to have graduated to enter an artschool.You see I had to leave 
Germany before completing highschool and in England I couldn't 
afford to go to school,since I had to support myself. 

by work here has been both interesting and satisfying, 

I say'was' because it is nearly over now.I am v-orking as an inter- 








. preter at the I.uernberg 1 ar Crimes trials, my particular case was 
the 'Einsatzgruppen*, headed by Ohlendorf as defendant and 20 others, 
special extermination'units,responsible for the killing of 50 000 
Jews in the East.You can imagine how strongly I feel about it since both 
my parents died as a result of Nazi persecution,my dear mo-ther being 
depfifcted east and not a trace is left of her .We are now awaiting the 
verdict and I hope it is severe• 

Henry worked as interrogator in Dachau for a long time and 
has recently been transferred to Augsburg,since Dacliau closed down. 
Everything is drawing to a close here now,including denazification, 
which,I am afraid was only a farce.The Nazis pay a few thousand Marks 
from the wealth they accumulated,mostly not rig;.fully,under the Nazi 
regime and continue to live well off the black market,which is all- 
prevailing here while the few surviving Jews are living none too wellj 
and i am afraid anti-semitism has bet been eliminated.These people 
have no feeling of guilt for what they have committed and bow deep 
to us and say they never were in the party - that is the master race 
today.Even if one appreciates German culture in the past,now there is 
very little left in the cigarette-butt-pickihg,begging population.Of 
course they are badly off and the occupation has not been too satisfacto¬ 
rily carried out,but they are certainly not justified in blaming us for 
it. Except for Berlin,where rations are higher,it^impossible to live 
on the rations,which are even smaller in the French and English zone, 
of course.The French occupation lives off German ^products,which is 
understandable since they nwaxtai suffered under German occupation 
themselves and the British are too poor to bring in much,as rations in 
Engidnd now are worse than during the war,and it was short then as I 
know from my own experience.Bizona,of course will help,since America is 
importing a lot to Germany,but unfortunately extra supplies are too

o erators live in great luxury.Unfortunately the members of the 
occupation were not all idealists and have contributed greatly to it, 
the temptation is great,one can get things so chlply and I don't think 
there are many diamonds left'in Germany.True,they! did a lot of worse 
things but rev enge never constitutes justice.At any rate, it all looks 
repressing and is not improving and our oftly advantage is that the 
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Germans fear the Russians so much that they prefer our ri#le,even if it 
isn't ideal.Idividually one might feel sorry when one sees a hungry 
child and one helps,of course,but that does not' mean pity for the 
whole demoralized,Hi tier -propaganda-drenched population.It still sticks 
and the only hope I have is in the ol^ generation who still enjoyed 
nor#r&L typfes- and the children,but the majority in-between is throrouly 
rotten.Yo.u may not like what I say here, but unfortunately it is true, 
the beautiful Germany does not exist any more as many people remember 
it who left long ago.I am writing this because JT thought it may 
interest you to have an eyewitness account,possibly contrary to the 
papers. 

Your trip sounds"quite fascinating and 1 am glad that you 
enjoyed it so much.Did you take the children along or are they too 
; oung ? If you have a spare a photo I would like to see a picture of them, 
I love being 'aunty' to children since my life is still too unsettled 
to settle down and have some of my own.But I do hope I will eventually, 
and I am convinced that there are some more worthy prospective 
husbands over there than the 'drink and women' type we get over here. 

I am 25 (but not spinsterly) and get plenty of dates,some quite serious, 
but I am an idealist still and insist dn Mr .Right or nothing. 

Henry has Heinz) has a permanent girl-friend ,the only one 
ever and I am convinced he will marry her,if only from habit.I am 
not enthisiatic,having introduced all my girl- ’riends to him unsuccess¬ 
fully,she is a very quite and retired girl and I don't know what to 
talk to her about,but she will moke a very good wife for Henry,as they 
are two of a kind.I presume Henry will go back to Baltimore and 
eventually buy the store where he worked.I shall not move to Baltimore 
in order not be smothered there by German-speaking affection,but 
hop© to realise my ambitions at least to some extent. 

Would you like me to try to get some European coins for your 
collection over here?I don't know anything about it,so/°would have to 
specify, but I'would be glad to do it for you.dust let me know. 







Henry and I are both civilians working for the ’ ar department and I 
have a civil service rating ' 9 ',having started on a *3’.I expect 
Henry will also return* to the States in the course of this year. 

I have made use of tfce opportunity to see Euro e while I was here and 
my most exiting trip was a meditarrenean cruise to Africa,where we 
visited Algiers,'"unis and Tripoli.I also went to the Riviera,French 
and Italian,to Venice,Rome and Naples on other accasions and visited 
the low countries.He spend many week-ends in the mountains doing 
various sports, water sports being my favorites, I also used to love riding 
till X broke my arm last year and now I am being more cautious. 

Our life here is very pleasant,except for seeing the misery 
arounc one and one can dex so little to help.Nuernberg has streets 
and streets of ruins and very little is being rebuilt yet. e live out 
of town in the woods and we have various clubs and. f sports for our 
entertainment.As the majority of allied'people over here is young we 
have a lot of fun anc I have made many friends.

My life is a continual struggle to get some sleep. All I 
do is work and play, and something always gets out of 
control at the office so that I travel around the country 
a good deal. I have been giving a number of talks on coins 
to miscellaneous organizations around town, and I play bridge 
once a week. Evelyn and I write portions of, and act in, the 
annual play of our country club each year and are struggling 
with that now. By the time we go out with our friends, to 
a limited extent, I have practically no time to see my 
children and wonder if they still recognize me. We haven’t 
had an upstairs maid since Christmas and so we think nothing 
of doing the housework. 

You and your gang probably have taken your usual winter 
vacation, which is something that has never happened to 
me. Most of the group here now romp to Arizona instead of 
Florida, just to be different.

It is always a pleasure to hear from you at the Jewish Holiday season. 

Helga, you are just a young lady as I am 91 and Evelyn is 82. Age is 

meaningles as long as you have your marbles and can travel and work. 

We would like to know exactly which Russian river barge trip you took. 

Last year we took a barge from Trier to Coblenz to Mainz, up the Main 
over the moutains to Passau and on to Budapest. It was so great that 
we took another Dielmann Cruise to Spitsbergen this summer on the SS 
Deutschland (500 passengers) to see the pristine islands and their glaciers 
and polar bears. There were 90% Germans on the cruise so beer and wine 
were flowing all the time while we drank 1,000 year old water from melted 
glaciers. 

I was told you were contacted by some of the South American Grunauer 
family on their quest to find the birthplace with date of Samuel Herman 
Grunauer, who was my great uncle. I was told you were deprived of family 
lore by being sent to England so early. The place of his birth was 
Kamien or Kamin in Pomerania (Pomen) which is now in Poland and called 
Kamienpomorsky. It is on the Baltic. I have located a microfilm number 
of the Jews of the area before 1878 and hope they will find it and be 
able to read it. These records are supposed to be in Leipzig now. 

Do you know any more or are you interested? They want to get visas 
to go back to Germany from Ecuador if the corruption in Ecuador continues 
to prevent them from having a good life. I and my family have seen 
200 of these descendants in Ecuador(of about 600 existing) of Samuel 
Hermann Grunauer, who as you may know came back to Cincinnati in 1906 
when he was dying and after his death there was buried in our family's 
Jewish Cemetery lot in Cincinnati with the Newmans and Grunauers. 

Thank you for the information about the bomb sniffing attack dogs. 

I wonder what happens to the dogs when they find a bomber or if they 
find an Israeli soldier armed with grenades. The Swedish coin hoards 
were studied by an Irish friend of mine 40 years ago and they contain 
Viking loot from all over Europe, so a Khazar coin is not surprising. 

We are delighted you are in full action and hope you stay that way for 
a long time.
